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Apple CEO addresses health problems, 
unveils new iPod Nano and product updates

Apple Inc. CEO Steve Jobs returned to his showman role 
Wednesday, taking the stage at a product launch event for 
the first time since his nearly six-month-long medical leave. 

Jobs, who had a liver transplant this spring, got a stand- 
ing ovation. Looking thin, the 54-year-old CEO told the 
audience he had received the liver of a young adult who 
died in a car accident. 

He urged everyone to become organ donors. 

“I wouldn't be here without such generosity,” Jobs said. 

Jobs had not appeared at such an event since last 
October. He bowed out of his usual keynote at the year’s largest Mac trade show 
in January and went on leave shortly thereafter. 

At an event for journalists, bloggers and software partners in San Francisco’s con- 
vention center, Jobs announced updates to Apple’s iTunes and iPhone software before 
ceding the stage to Jeff Robbin, who demonstrated the new iTunes 9 features. 

The CEO returned later to unveil a new iPod Nano with a built-in video camera, 
sound recording and speaker. 

Apple also announced price cuts to existing iPod Touch models— $199 for an 
8-gigabyte model, or $30 less. Apple kept prices constant for its other larger mod- 
els, but will double the storage space; it will now sell a 32 GB version for $299 and 
a 64 GB model for $399. 

The new Nano unveiled Wednesday also has a built-in microphone, a pedom- 
eter, a 2.2-inch display and an FM radio tuner. It comes in rainbow colors and costs 
$149 for an 8 GB version or $179 for a 16 GB model. 

Other changes to the iPod line include a beefier iPod classic, which now has a 160 
GB hard drive for the existing $249 price. Apple also added brightly colored iPod 
shuffles and a smaller, less expensive version of the shuffle—$59 for a2 GB model. 

Meanwhile, the new version of iTunes cleans up the design, gives people more 
control over what content gets synched—or loaded on—to iPods and iPhones 
and introduces a way to organize applications purchased for the iPhone and iPod 
Touch from the iTunes store. It also lets five computers on the same home net- 
work share—by streaming or copying —music, video and other content. 

Jobs also said iTunes would now sell albums with photography, cover art, liner 
notes and other media reminiscent of the days of vinyl. The feature, called iTunes 
LP also will come with interviews and other video.

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Browns killers 
confessed, 
witness says

Despite a lifetime of heavy alcohol and drug 
abuse—and the intervening years that have 
blurred her memory—the prosecution’s star wit- 
ness against a former boyfriend accused of kill- 
ing seven workers at a Brown’s Chicken & Pasta 
restaurant in 1993 testified that she would never 
forget his confession to the massacre. 

“Absolutely not ever,” Anne England, formerly 
known as Anne Lockett, said at the trial of James 
Degorski, her boyfriend at the time. 

During her hour and a half on the witness stand, 
England testified that she was with Degorski and 
his friend, Juan Luna, inside Degorski’s basement 
bedroom at his parents’ Hoffman Estates home 
more than two weeks after the murders when both 
talked of the carnage. 

“It started with Jim asking me if I wanted to 
know what happened,” England testified. 

In the conversation that followed, she said, the 
two took turns telling her how they had targeted 
the restaurant because Luna used to work there 
and knew the routine. 

“Basically, they said they did it because Juan 
wanted to see what it was like to kill somebody and 
Jim agreed to help him, and if I ever told anybody, 
they would kill me,” England testified. 

While under questioning from Assistant State’s 
Atty. Tom Biesty, England admitted to heavy drug 
and alcohol usage as well as a history of suicide 
attempts and hospitalizations at mental facilities. 

Her life was laid bare under cross-examination, 
as Assistant Public Defender Mark Levitt probed 
the sordid history of her life in an attempt to dam- 
age her credibility before the jury. 

She admitted that she used alcohol since she was 
a pre-teen and gradually moved to near-constant 
usage of marijuana, PCP, cocaine and especially 
LSD, her drug of choice. The passage of time and 
her drug use blurred her memories of specific 
events and conversations in the early 1990s, she 
said. She also reluctantly admitted that she had 
tried to kill herself on six occasions. 

Though she said her drug use lessened as she 
grew older, England admitted under Levitt’s ques- 
tioning that in 2005 she was fired from a job at 
a veterinary clinic after stealing and using drugs 
intended for animals. She also acknowledged that 
in 2006 she was charged with driving under the 
influence of prescription drugs that she had stolen 
from a client’s home she cleaned as part of her job 
with a janitorial service.

Council OKs measure to sign Olympic contract for cost overruns

The Chicago City Council on Wednesday 
granted approval without a single dissenting 
vote to an ordinance that puts taxpayers on 
the hook for cost overruns if Chicago wins 
the 2016 Olympics. 

Afterward, aldermen and Mayor Daley 
gave themselves a standing ovation. The vote 
reauthorizes Daley to sign the Olympics host 
city contract in advance of the Oct. 2 vote in 
Copenhagen by the International Olympic 
Committee on which one of four finalist cit- 
ies gets the Summer Games in seven years. 

At a news conference, Daley praised the 
council for a “difficult, responsible and wise 
decision.” 

The mayor said the vote sent “a very 
strong message” that Chicago and the USS. 
want to host the 2016 Games. 

The 49-0 vote completed an about-face 
from earlier this summer, when some alder- 
men were angered by Daley’s willingness 
to guarantee any Olympic shortfalls and

out the debate. They praised the Olympic 
bid and the mayor. 

“I am really, really proud of the wonder- 
ful work that has been done by these indi- 
viduals and our mayor,” said Ald. Eugene 
Schulter (47th). 

Ald. Ed Burke (14th) said Daley has shown 
the sort of “courage and fortitude” not seen 
since Mayor Carter Harrison Sr., a 19th 
Century mayor who served during the 1893 
World’s Fair in Chicago. 

Ald. Bernard Stone (soth) said he sup- 
ported the bid from the start. 

“I make no apologies,” Stone said. “I am 
a cheerleader and I have been a cheerleader 
and I’m proud to say that. ... I believe in 
what’s been told to me.”

WASHINGTON After a summer of set- 

backs, President Obama summoned 
Congress to enact sweeping health care 
legislation Wednesday night, declaring the 
“time for bickering is over” and the moment 
has arrived to help millions who have insur- 
ance and many more without it. 

Obama said the changes he has in mind 
would cost about $900 billion over a decade, 
“less than we have spent on the Iraq and 
Afghanistan wars, and less than the tax cuts 
for the wealthiest few Americans” passed in 
the 1990s. 

Ina televised speech to a joint session of 
Congress, Obama spoke in favor of an option 
for the federal government to sell insurance 
in competition with private industry. But he

It doesn’t matter that Michael Jordan retired from basketball in 
2003, Kendrick Jackson can reel off Jordan highlights like they were 
on last night’s “SportsCenter,” 

“There’s an argument against it, but I think he’s made a legacy 
that is set in stone, like Babe Ruth,” the 20-year-old South Side 
native said. “No matter who’s playing, who’s in the future, he has a 
legacy that will forever stay with the game.” 

Jordan will be inducted into the basketball Hall of Fame on Friday, 
putting an exclamation point ona basketball career that many (OK, 
most) say was the best ever. 

Now, though, incomprehensible as it may seem, there’s a genera- 
tion growing up in the world AJ: After Jordan. 

In this era, will Jordan continue to matter as he does to fans like 
Jackson? Will he continue to be seen as the best? 

His accomplishments will be hard to match: six NBA titles with 
the Bulls, a five-time MVP, 10-time NBA first-team All-Star, an 
Olympic gold medalist, defensive player of the year, a 10-time NBA 
scoring champ, NBA rookie of the year, an NCAA title with North 
Carolina ... the list, as they say, goes on. 

Marlon Wynn, 24, of Matteson thinks those are unmatchable 
stats. The self-described “humongous” basketball fan said those who 
saw Jordan play will make sure he’s not forgotten. 

“People like us, of our age, who were blessed to see him play, we 
will carry on his memory to our grandchildren,” he said. “They'll say 
that ‘Man, Kobe or LeBron was the best.’ We'll be like, “You think 
that [Kobe or LeBron] is good? Watch this —let me show you Jordan 
in the finals in ’92.’” 

That show-and-tell has been made easier thanks to YouTube 
videos and DVD anthologies. John Arango used them as his go-to 
sources when he got into “is-Jordan-the-best?” debates while at the

University of Kansas. Arango, 23, now lives in Buffalo Grove and said 
though other players have put up numbers similar to Jordan’s, it was 
the grace with which Jordan did it that won't be forgotten, 

“You can argue with statistics, but you see him play, watch him hit 
those fadeaway jumpers or fly in the air, and that’s pretty much the 
argument,” Arango said. 

There might be a Chicago bias, Arango admitted, but even people 
who aren't Chicago-area natives praise Jordan, 

“If anything, I should hate Jordan because I saw him when we had 
Dominique Wilkins in Atlanta,” said Georgia native Theo Stripling, 
23, now of Winfield. “It was one of those love-hate kind of deals.” 

For Stripling, Jordan will stay alive in the minds of fans because 
every extraordinarily talented player that comes along is dubbed “The 
Next Jordan.” It makes Jordan more than an athlete, it makes him a 
benchmark. Like Wayne Gretzky for hockey and Pele for soccer. 

Gregg Steinberg, a sports psychologist at Austin Peay State 
University, calls fans’ intensely passionate support for Jordan’s legacy 
“Basking in Reflected Glory.” 

“It means that when you identify with a team or a player and 
that player or team does really well, you feel better about yourself.” 


Steinberg said. “So when people say Michael Jordan was the best of 


all time, it makes you feel good, especially if you identified with him 
throughout his career.” 

Nineteen-year-old Sinead Martin of Englewood isn’t much of a 
sports fan, but Jordan matters to her because of how he tried to 
share his success through motivational books. 

“He helped people follow their dreams ... he would say whatever 
their dream is, whatever their career is, go pursue it,” she said. 

Jordan also had another, more material impact on pop culture. His 
Air Jordan shoes now have 23 versions, and Nike’s Brand Jordan has 
shown no sign of stopping. 

“He’s always going to be around, from his shoes being cool,” said Will 
Walker, a Bolingbrook native and senior guard on the DePaul basket- 
ball team. “Kids love his shoes, and hopefully they'll learn the reason 
why the shoes were cool.”

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Rick Bayless adds a 
third restaurant to his 
Chicago portfolio

quick-serve in River North, we might be tempted to check it 
out for lunch sometime in the next month or two. But when 
Rick Bayless opens a little spot peddling his interpretations of 
Mexican street food, as he did Tuesday, we jump in line with 


everyone else. 


Perhaps you've heard of this Bayless fellow. In 
addition to his newest, Xoco, he has a couple of 
other restaurants in River North. He also was 
on this cable TV cooking show recently. Maybe 
you've seen it? It’s called “Top Chef Masters.” The 
season just wrapped in August—and 
Bayless won the whole thing. “a 

Apart from those two nationally oJ 
known restaurants on Clark Street, 
Frontera Grill and Topolobampo, 
Bayless has six cookbooks, a TV 
cooking series, and a line of salsas 
and other Mexican food products to 
his name. His “Top Chef Masters” 
win just upped his national expo- 
sure, If he wasn’t already, Bayless is 
now a bona fide celebrity chef. 

The good news for anyone head- 
ed to Xoco (pronounced SHO-co) this week is 
that celebs who've built their fame on mole and 
masa aren’t terribly prone to screaming groupies. 
Bayless fans, at least those we observed standing 
in line for a taste of his tortas on opening day, 
seem more or less content to catch a glimpse of 
Bayless and maybe tweet a few photos later. So 
while there were plenty of camera phones aimed 
at Bayless as he quietly tended the large wood- 
burning oven in the open kitchen, we didn’t wit-

ness anyone crashing the counter or attempting 
to rip off his chef’s whites for a cheap souvenir. 

But even polite, food-world celebrity isn’t with- 
out some drawbacks. Lines and waits come with 
the territory, as anyone who recently has tried to 
score a prime-time table at Frontera 
can attest. On opening day the small 
dining room was at capacity during 
lunch and dinner. Xoco is a counter- 
service operation (you order and 
pay up front and receive a number, 
then claim one of the casual tables 
or pull up a stool at the counter and 
wait for a staffer to bring your food 
to you), so the line moves relatively 
quickly, with waits rarely exceeding 
20 minutes. Just don’t think you 
can avoid the crowds by opting for 
takeout: There’s a no-carryout policy in effect for 
the first few weeks to manage the opening crush. 
Beverages and baked goods are good to go; every- 
thing else is dine-in only. 

But that is beside the point. This is food worth a 
wait. The dishes that Bayless and his team, which 
includes chefs Shaw Lash and Amado Lopez, turn 
out are deeply satisfying, revealing those layers of 
flavor that made “Top Chef Masters” critic James 
Oseland nod his head emphatically.

Caldos ($10.50-$12; served after 3 p.m. only), 
hearty broths brimming with ingredients such 
as pork carnitas or wood-roasted chicken, draw 
depth from the whole catalog of classic Mexican 
tastes, from chiles to fresh lime. Tortas ($8.50- 
$12) such as the Choriqueso (homemade chorizo, 
roasted poblanos, jack cheese, tomatillo salsa) 
and Pepito (braised shortribs, caramelized onion, 
jack cheese, black beans and jalapenos) are served 
straight from the oven on crusty bolillo (Mexican 
bread), offering up a nuanced marriage of flavors. 

Breakfast brings more savory options, includ- 
ing flaky empanadas ($2.75) stuffed with pobla- 
nos and scrambled eggs, and griddled chorizo- 
egg tortas ($7.50) oozing with jack cheese and 
salsa verde, The churros ($1 each; three for $2.50) 
and Mexican drinking chocolate ($2-$3.25, left) 
may have you swearing off coffee and doughnuts 
for life. 

Xoco’s bean-to-cup program, the source of that 
drinking chocolate, is one of just a handful in the 
country. The process starts with raw cacao beans 
from Mexico’s Tabasco state. They're toasted, 
ground and sweetened in house before ending 
up in your cup. If there’s such a thing as celebrity 
chocolate, this is it. Go ahead, take a photo,

A buffet, that is. Or a salad bar. Give people 
any opportunity to load up on toppings and 
condiments, really, and the line starts forming. 

Dont believe us? There’s loads of support 
for the theory at Falafill, a new Boystown 
counter-service spot offering little more than

with one big bonus: a complimen- 
tary pass through a well-stocked 
condiment bar. 

The bright, modern and perhaps too 
tiny operation is the brainchild of brothers 
Marwan and Maher Chebaro and partner 
Nemer Ziyad, who cribbed the general con- 

cept from a falafel joint they came across in 
the Netherlands. Since the place opened 
two weeks ago, it’s been jammed. 
The basic offerings are straightforward: 
white or wheat pita stuffed with falafel and 
a bit of shredded lettuce ($5.45); pita with 
lettuce only, called a “saladfill” ($5.95); or 
a falafill bowl, a lettuce bowl topped with 
falafel ($6.95). You can add certain big-tick- 
et condiments such as crumbled feta and 
herbs ($1), sweet potato fries (85 cents) or 
hummus (50 cents) at the counter, but we 
don’t necessarily advise it. If it’s fries you 
want, you're better off ordering a whole 
cup ($3) and dressing them separately with 
the tasty yogurt-cinnamon sauce or harissa 
ketchup. Besides, you've got to save room 
for the thing that brought you here in the

first place: the condiment line. And with more 
than 20 options, it’s easy to get carried away. 

Since you have only a limited amount 
of room to work with, especially if you've 
ordered the falafel sandwich as your base, we 
recommend one of two approaches: connois- 
secur or Crammer. 

If you’re a connoisseur, you'll choose your 
combinations carefully, zeroing in on just 
three or four toppings: say, a touch of harissa 
(fiery chili sauce); a dollop of our favorite, 
raheb (fire-roasted eggplant salad); and a pre- 
mixed blend of parsley, onion and radish. If

How do you describe your sound? 

I would say we are kind of hard rock with a 
hardcore punk influence. We all came from 
punk rock bands originally. Bands like AFI, 
Alkaline Trio, Good Riddance and The 
Misfits have really influenced our songwriting. 


What makes your live show great? 
Everyone always says their live show is cool 


because it’s energetic. ... Our show has plenty 
of energy too, but in between songs we like to 
joke around and just have fun with it. We have 
been known to hang out with our fans after a 
show when a lot of bands we know take them 
selves too seriously and can’t even take time to 
talk with the fans. 


You are a bit of a screamer on the record. How 
do you prepare your voice for that? 

I do lots of vocal warm-ups. ... I actually 
bought an instructional DVD on learning 
how to scream for long periods of time. I will 
do my warm-up for about an hour before the 
show and I will also drink rum with honey in 
it. It really gives your throat a nice thick coat- 
ing that enables me to make it through a show. 


What is the inspiration behind your song, 
“We'll be Gone by the Mourning”? 

We were doing a lot of out-of-town shows at 
that time and the song is basically about play- 
ing shows and being on the road. Lyrically, I 
use a lot of metaphors about the highs and 
lows of being on the road. ... It’s anew song 
and one of our favorites to play. 


What’s the craziest thing that’s happened to 
the band? 

We were playing in Indianapolis recently and 
we had a “rock star” moment. We got a ton of 
beer put on our rider, and along with the beer 
they gave us seven or eight pizzas for the five 
of us. We drank the beer, but the pizza went 
everywhere including out the window.

Sorry, young rappers: Jay-Z’s whole 
“Blueprint” thing was a trick. These 
albums don’t show a path to success. 
They show how Jay succeeds, why 

he cannot be duplicated. And “The 
Blueprint 3” is the most untouchable of 
them all. 

Put aside that no one else could 
nab Kanye West to produce the bulk 
of the tracks or get Alicia Keys to sing 
a memorable hook. Though they’re 
part of what makes this disc so special, 
in the end, it all rests with Jay, whose 
rhymes are as pointed as ever and 
whose flow proves to be more flexible 
than ever before. 

He out-Ems Eminem on the quirky 
“Thank You.” He outpaces hip-hop’s 
leading edge by twisting the Europop- 
influenced “What We Talkin’ About” 
and “On to the Next One” around his 
style. But most important, he tops 
himself, both as he takes a victory lap 
as hip-hop’s reigning champion—on 
“Run This Town” and “Empire State 
of Mind,” where he declares, “I’m the 
new Sinatra”—and when he pushes for 
change. 

But it’s “Off That,” where Jay takes 
on race-baiting and pushes back at 
Bill O’Reilly and Rush Limbaugh, that 
shows his best skills. It’s both pointed 
(‘It’s 2010, not 1864,” he deadpans) 
and still lighthearted enough to remain 
accessible.

Star-studded CD, benefit concert 
cement Jay-Z as hip-hop’s leader

When Jay-Z released his first “Blueprint” CD 
on Sept. 11, 2001, the rapper couldn't have 
known how monumental, and tragic, the day 
would turn out to be. 

This week, Jay-Z once again drops an album 
with the “Blueprint” tag, but this time, the CD 
release near Sept. 11 is not coincidental but pur- 
poseful. “The Blueprint 3,” billed as the final 
album of a trilogy, is being paired with a spe- 
cial benefit concert Friday at Madison Square 
Garden. It will benefit the families of police 
officers and firefighters who lost their lives 
when the World Trade Center’s twin towers 
collapsed in the terrorist attacks. 

Jay-Z feels the album—which features myr- 
iad guests, including Kanye West, Rihanna 
and Alicia Keys—shows how he’s evolved to 
become one of hip-hop’s leaders. He talked 
recently about his new CD, 9/t11 and retiring. 


Why do you feel this is the right time to release 
the third installment of “Blueprint”? 

This album was actually supposed to come 
out last year, but for some reason it didn’t, 
and whatever happened and however we got 
to this place, we’re here now. So it just made 
sense for me to grasp the moment and make 
it a bigger thing because the first one wasn't 
planned to come out on September 11, right? 
There was no “September 11.” We didn’t know 
that that tragic event would happen that day. 
So now with that knowledge, we should never 
forget, and we should always move past it and 
be strong but never forget. 


Tell us about the recording process for this CD. 
It was great. In the face 
of everything that is 
going on, just me 
personally I just 
stick to true emo- 
tions and feelings 
and strength and 


growing in music, 


and not following trends or anything like that. 
So for me, it was refreshing and a great feeling 
to put out an album, a full album of music that 
people can listen to and gravitate to. It took 
me a month just to put the sequence together. 
I’m proud of the album. 


Kanye West was an up-and-coming producer on 
“Blueprint” back in 2001. How was it different to 
work with him now? 

The most interesting thing in the studio was 
Kanye because of Kanye’s growth. You got to 
figure on the first “Blueprint,” he was a new 
producer, so he was just putting in the beats 
and moving out the way. On this one, he had an 
opinion about how the songs should sound, and 
it was just great energy that we had. 


The record features a number of newcomers— 
Drake, Kid Cudi, Mr. Hudson and J. Cole. What did 
you learn from them? 

Their excitement for the game. You know 
when you first come in the music business ... 
you come with really wide eyes. That’s why 
on every single album, I have a new producer 
or new rapper because I love that new energy. 
Whatever they do from there is on them, but 
that new energy and what they had right there 
is raw and untapped, and pretty much cool. 


You announced your retirement in 2003. Since 
then, have you thought about retiring again? 

I learned from that last one that you should 
just let it happen. The day that you’re not mak- 
ing music, you should just not make music. It 
doesn’t have to be an announced retirement. So 
I would never say that again. Ever. 


With your upcoming 9/11 benefit concert, do you 
think this could become an annual event where 
different performers could headline each year to 
raise money? 
That’s a great idea. Maybe you can call the 
“Answer to Call” guys and see if they can put 
that together. I mean, hopefully. I wouldn't 
mind that. Anytime you do anything and it’s 
a good thing and if people choose to emulate 
that then, that’s fantastic.

Cinema smorgasbord in Toronto

The cinema smorgasbord of the Toronto 
International Film Festival has something 
for all tastes, a place where zombies, demons 
and vampires share screen time with art 
films, Hollywood awards contenders and 
studio crowd-pleasers. 

One of the world’s biggest and most 
diverse movie showcases, the festival opens 
Thursday with the Charles Darwin film 
biography “Creation,” starring real-life 
couple Paul Bettany and Jennifer Connelly. 
It closes Sept. 19 with another r9th Century 
biopic, “The Young Victoria,” featuring 
Emily Blunt as the British monarch in her 
early years. 

In between, the festival will accommodate 
nearly half a million admissions as industry 
types and regular film fans share some time 
in darkened theaters for a total of 273 fea- 
ture-length productions and 63 short films 
from 64 countries. 

The Toronto festival is a pivotal place for 
Academy Awards contenders and other fall 
films angling for attention among the hun- 
dreds of critics and entertainment reporters.

Misha Collins 
no perfect angel 


When Misha Collins heard that Oprah Winfrey had shut down 
Michigan Avenue this week to tape her talk show, he was immediately 
struck by a similar story line in his CW series “Supernatural.” 

“As if this woman needed to feel that she had any more power,” he 
told me during a phone interview as Winfrey greeted her audience 
outside RedEye's windows Tuesday. “I hope Oprah doesn’t crowd your 
city too much for too long. That could be kind of apocalyptic in and of 
itself.” 

Collins knows about the apocalypse, at least the one his character, 
the angel Castiel, will try to prevent when “Supernatural” returns for 
its fifth and possibly final season at 8 p.m. Thursday. Castiel is some- 
thing of a fallen angel now. Having been fired from heaven, he’s teamed 
with demon hunters Sam (Jensen Ackles) and Dean Winchester (Jared 
Padalecki), but “we're also being collectively pursued by all of the forces 
of heaven and all of the forces of hell.” 

Collins, who studied social theory at the University of Chicago, says 
the season is intense. 

“That’s a lot of material for the writers to work with,” he said of the 
season’s main arc. “It’s hugely ambitious, and I think they are tackling it 
head-on and doing a great job of it. We’re confronting Lucifer and the 
apocalypse. It’s no small potatoes.” 

The latest “Supernatural” story line may be hellish, but Collins says 
the actors and crew spend a lot of time laughing on the set. 

“Sometimes it’s too much fun. Sometimes it really is frustrating and 
hard {to not laugh],” he said. “We shot a scene that had a cushion-fart 
gag in it last week which nearly held up production. We simply could 
not get through it.” 

I almost got Collins to give away one juicy tidbit about the future 
of his character, but the actor stopped himself short of the big reveal. 
He did say that Castiel strives to have human experiences this season, 
including going to a brothel with Dean. 

“Yes, he’s trying to deflower the angel,” Collins said, laughing, “and it 
doesn’t go quite according to plan.” 

The CW was unable to send a screener of the season premiere, but 
you can watch video teasers at redeyechicago.com/showpatrol.

For face: 

» Use a damp sponge or brush to smooth ona sheer

Bucket: Must-have, says McPeeks, who also suggests a plastic filter or grate-like 
product called the Grit Guard (right) for about $10. He says it sits in the bucket and 
keeps the dirt on the bottom—and off your cleaning mitt. 
Cleaning mitt: This will go directly over your hand like a glove. 
For the best quality, get sheepskin, McPeeks says. Sheepskin ($15- 
$17) works well because its deep pile gives the dirt a place to go. 
Water hose: Another recommendation from McPeeks, the Fire 
Hose Nozzle for about $20 lets you spin the hose in a complete 
circle, going from fine mist to sharp stream. 

Car wash shampoo: Most people use dish soap, McPeeks says. 
“Dish soap dries out the paint finish. It will strip your wax. It dries 
out all the rubber molding and plastic trim,” he says. In other 
words, a big no-no. 

Towel: McPeeks recommends microfiber because it is more 
absorbent, which means time saved.
